QUITE A FEW knowing politicians 


in Washington believe Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson of Texas, the Senate majority 
leader, intends to make a serious bid 
lor the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 
In lawmaking circles, John- 


son's stock is very high' right now. 
^Veterans of both parties have nothing 
but praise for his management o£ 
affairs in the 1957 session of Congress. 
He is viewed as a master legislative 
technician, shrewd in maneuver, superb 
•at piloting a proposal to passage, 
But 


-members of Congress do not nominate 
Candidates for president. 
The im- 


portant questions are whether Johnson 
really does want the nod, and what 
Affective strength he might, muster 
toward getting it. 


; 
EFFECTIVE strength means dele- 


gate votes in the national convention. 
.That is the'only testing ground that mat- 
ters. No one, of course, can be sure 
exactly what is in Johnson's mind. But 
;his behavior in Congress, particularly 
•his increasing efforts to advance imagi- 
"native policy proposals, strongly sug- 
gests to his colleagues and to most ob- 
'servers that he wants the I960 nomina- 
tion. Though it is - early to say, the 
^chances are good thai he could put to- 
'gether a big block of southern delegates, 
ipossibly 300 or more. If he did that, 
{unquestionably he would be a figure 
•to be reckoned with at convention time. 
;But he understands better than many 
'that it is a long way from that point to 
rthe nomination. 
The experts consider

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Irrigation Needs 
New Set Of Laws 


Edilor'i note: This ii the lost of three articlts on form irrigation 


in Maryland.

ANNAPOLIS (AP)—Farm experts are agreed that new 


laws are needed if irrigation of crops is to become a wide- 
spread practice in Maryland. 


Maryland has virtually no legislation on the subject, and 


the General Assembly has shelved what plans did pop up

one 


> since 1930—and pro-im'gationisls 


feel Ihe stage is finally set for 
action. 


Senate President Louis Gold- 


stein (D-Calverl) has taken Ihe 
lead in getting something started. 
He called a conference on farm 
leaders and legislators in South- 
ern Maryland during the height 
ot the drought. 


The upshot was the naming of 


» committee headed by Sen. Jo- 
seph A. Matlingly (D-St. Marys) 
to draft an irrigation program for 
presentation to the 1953 General 
Assembly, take it around the state 
and sell it to the farmers. The 
committee will hold its first ses- 
sion tomorrow at the home ot 
David Hume near Bryantown in 
Charles County. 


It faces many problems, chief 


ot which is to determine how 
farmers who live in a watershed 
area, but not immediately adjoin- 
ing a stream, can gel water to 
their crops. 


The common law doctrine of 


riparian rights is the only guide- 
post on thejawbooks. That per- 
mits only property owners adjoin- 
ing a stream to take a reasonable 
amount of water for domestic 
end farm use. And they can't im 
pair the flow of the stream to 
the detriment ot a neighbor 
downstream.

Maryland, 124 farms of 240 being 
Irrigated tap directly from a riv 
er or stream far their water sup 
ply.

catch water in a farm pond fe( 
by a stream, spring or shallow 
well dug to water table level (up 
to 22 feet). These are the leas 
expensive sources ot irrigation 
water, and about a fourth ot the 
ponds have failed to produce suf 
ficient water because they were 
n't large enough. 


Only 21 farms in the Marylam 


survey were irrigated from deep 
wells, a more expensive water 
source because'of the driUingfant 
t!fe- necessity of a submersibli 
pump to get water to the sur 
face. 


University researchers repor 


that the cost of drilling a well 
may range from S3 to $100 pe 
foot, depending on the size. In ex 
treme cases the farmer may havi 
to go as deep as 400 feet to hi 
water, but many find it less than 
half that depth. Most of those 
who have drilled wells seem sat 
isfied with the results.

Commissioners of Allegany Coun- 
ty thereafter filed a cross-appeal, 
alleging that the increase granted 
was-unwarranted. These appeals 
are now pending in .the Circuit 
Court for Allegany County. 


"Recently, Wilfred T. McQuaid 


people's counsel for the Public 
Service Commission, conferred 
with the undersigned" counsel, 
and with members of the Afayor 
and City Council and the County 
Commissioners, for the purpose 
of discussing the feasibility of 
pursuing the appeals, and the 
possibilities of a favorable deci- 
sion.
